The double flute consists of two reeds, of va- 
rious, and sometimes of similar, tones, and can 
be fastened together, more or less loosely, at 
the pleasure of the player. On old coins and 
vessels of the Greeks and Romans, and particu- 
larly on representations of sacrifices, a — is 
often depicted holding in each of his bands a 
pipe, similar to this, and blowing on it. 

The Paadean harp is a fac-simile of the Ly- 
rinx of the ancients, and consists of seven reeds 
of unequal length. The bagpipe in Great Rus. 
sia is called Wolynka, because they became ac- 
quainted with the instrument in Wolynia. The 
people of Little Russia give it the name of kosa 
(gyat.) It is the favourite instrument of the va- 
rious races of Finnish origin. 

The Loshki consists of two wooden spoons, 
which have belis attached at the upper ead, and 
are either struck together, as in military music, 
as an accompaniment to other mstruments, or, 
lifted up im the air, are wheeled round by them- 
selves. Guthrie traces their resemblance to the 
crotalum of the ancients, which consisted of a 
bar of metal in the form of a cross, having bells 
fastened to jt.

COMPASSION. . 


Vottrame in his history of the Czar Pe- 
ter, gives us the following anecdote of the 
Czarina: “The lenity of this princess,” 
says he,“has been cartied to a degree un- 
paralleled in the history of any nation. 
She had promised that during her reign 
nobody should be put to death; and she has 
kept her word. She is the first sovereign 
that ever shewed this regard to the human 
species. Malefactors are now condemned 
to serve in the mines and other public works 
—a regulation not less prudent than humane 
since it renders their punishment of some ad- 
vantage to the state. In other countries, 
they only know how to put a malefactor to 
death with the apparatus ofan executioner 
but are not able to prevent the execution of 
crimes. The terror of death does not, per- 
haps, make such impression on evil-doers, 
who are generally given to idleness, as the 
fear of chastisement and hard labour renew- 
ed every day.” 

As there was something very extraordinary 
in the advancement of this princess, the reader 
will not be displeased with a relation of the 
steps by which she ascended the throne. 
She was born in a village called Nungen, 
on the banks of the lake Worthsey, in Li- 
vonia, and, losing her parents, who were of 
low condition, she became destitute of sup- 
port. ‘The parish clerk, who kept a school 
took hem,into his house till Dr. Gluck, mi- 


-mister of Marienburg, happening to come to 


that village eased the clerk of.his burden, by 
taking her into his family. The doctor, 
‘pleased with her behaviour, treated her al- 
most in the same manner as if she had been 
his own daughter ; and not only had her 
taught spinning and sewing but instructed 
her himself in literature above the knowledge 
of her sex. At length, a Livonian serjeant 
in the Swedish army, fell passionately in love 
with her ; and she agreed, with consent of 
the doctor, to marry him. The next day 
the Russians made themselves masters of 
Marienburg; and the general, casting his 
eyes accidentally on Catharine, and obser- 
ving something very striking in her air and 
manner, took her under his protection, and 
afterwards into his service.—Some time af- 
ter she was advanced to be house-keeper to 
Prince Menzikoff, who was the general’s 
patron: here the Czar seeing her, she made 
such an impression on him, that he married 
her in the year 1711. What became of her 
former husband the serjeant is not known.

DEATH OF THE KING’S CHAMPION. 

The funeral of the Hon. and Rev. the Cham- 
pion Dymoke, who departed this life on the 3d 
met. took place on Monday last, at Scrivelsby, 
at about one o’clock. It was attended by 
oeighbeering gentry, by his numerous tenantry, 
and by a large concourse of the iuhabitants of 
Horncastle and the adjacent villages. To the 
liberal patronage of the late Champion the town 
of Horncastle is much indebted; the annual Pic 
Nic Ball, for the benefit of the Public Dispensa- 
ry, was established there many years ago by Sir 
Joseph Banks, but for some time before his death 
the infirmities attendant on increasing age pre- 
vented his‘ annual visit to his seat in Revesby, 
and the Balls gradually declined, till, on the late 
Champion’s taking possession of Scrivelsb 
Court, those charitable meetings were salads 
and the Dispevsarsy Ball may now fairly boast of 
being the second public assemblage of the aris- 
tocracy of this country. To the poor, the late 
Champion was a liberal benefactor; and he set 
a good example to the gentry residing at their 
country seats; by supporting the tradesmen of 
the adjoining market-town in preference ‘to pur- 
chasing the articles of consumption in the me- 
a pee The ancestry of his family is as high 
and distinguished as that of any in the proud ga- 
laxy of English heraldry. In 1292, when Philip, 
the last Lord Marmyon, died, be left female 
issue only, and between them the numerous 
estates in Lincolnshire, in Warwickshire, Leices- 
tershire, and elsewhere, were divided. By this 
partition, the manor and barony of Scrivelsby 
were allotted to Joan, the youngest daughter, 
by whose grand-daughter and heiress the same 
passed in marriage to Sir John Dymoke, who, 
with Margaret his wife, had lived thereof in the 
23d of Edward III. At the coronation of Rich- 
ard I. Sir John claimed, in right of his wife, to 
to perform the office of Champion; and from that 
period to the present time, nearly four hundred 
years, their male issue have continued in posses- 
sion of the same inheritance.

holy orders, his son, Heary Dymoke, Esq. (the 
present Champion) was allowed to perform the 
service at the Coronation of His odajecty King 
George IV. in 1821. The chief part of Scrivels- 
by ee > ancient baronial seat, was de- 
stroyed b 60 or 70 years In the part 
~ooanel was a very large hall, on the soma 
of the wainscoting of which, were depicted the 
various acme, and alliences of the family, 
through all its numerous and far traced descents. 
The loss has been in some degree compensated 
by the addition which escaped the rav of 
the flames. Against the south wall of the chan- 
cel in the parish church of Scrivelsby, is a very 
handsome marble monument, ornamented with a 
bust of the Honorable Lewis Dymoke, Champion 
at the Coronation of King George I. and King 
George II. On the north side of the Chancel is 
a mural tablet to the memory of the Honorable 
John Dymoke, who performed the office of 
Champion of England, at the coronation of His 
Majesty, George II. On the floor of the south 
side of the communion table is a plate of copper,. 
on which is an inscription to the memory of 
Charles Dymoke, Knight, who was Champion 
at the coronation of King James Il. At the 
eastern end of the aisle are two tombs, on one of 
which is a figure of a Knight in chain armor, 
cross-legged, on the other, that of a Lady with 
a lion at her feet. By the side of these is the 
tomb of Sir Robert Dymoke, who was Cham- 
pion at the Coronation of Richard III. Henry 
Vil. and Henry VIL. On the floor of the aisle 
is also a stone which once contained a brass 
figure, with corner shields, and an inscription, 
ali of which .are now gone. 
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WHALING. 

The following animated description of this en- 
terprising and hazardous business is from the edi- 
tor of the Nantucket Inquirer:— 

The man at the mast head upon the look out, 
having discovered whales, vociferates with all 
his might—** There she blows!’’ The captain 
immediately exclaims—‘* Where away?’’ and, 
‘* How far off?’’ and being answered as to their 
being to windward, to leewaid, right ahead, or 
astern; he now goes aloft himself to determine 
that they are sperm whale, and which way bound. 
We will now suppose that they are three points 
off the larboard bow, distant about 3 miles, and 
heading along the same courre asthe ship. Now 
the captain cries, ‘* Keep her off two points;’’ 
which being done, his next order is, ‘* Steady— 
steady, as she goes.”” “The weather braces a 
small pull, “ Loose top gallant sails, there, 
bear a fand.”? Scarcely a hand is to be found 
on deck after these orders are executed, except 
the helmsman; all are eagerly jumping aloft to 
catch sight of the whales previous to their going 
down—and hope and fear are alternately ex- 
pressed in the faces of all as the fish are seen to 
glide through the water rapidly, and in a straight 
course, or occasionally to play upon the surface 
—to Job tail it, is the technical term. The ship 
nearing the whales, the next order is, ‘* See the 
lines in the boat!” ‘* Swing the cranes!’’ The 
after oareman now fills his boat keg With water, 
puts some bread under the stern sheets, and sees 
that a bucket ie inthe boat. We will suppose 
the whales are now sounding, and the captain 
having run down with the ship as near as he 
thinks advisable, orders the maintopsail to be 
backed; all hands are now straining their optics 
to discover the whales when they first blow. 
They are at length seen some distance from the 
ship. ‘* Stand by the boats, there,’’ cries the 
captain, and each man knowing his station, is 
found at his respective boat, eager for the chase, 
** Lower away’’—the boats are precipitated in- 
to the water, and the crews at their oars in a 
twinkling. After pushing from the ship, it takes 
some 2 or 8 minutes for the harpooner to adjust 
his craft, he then seats him on his thwart, and 
takes the oar; now the officer who heads the 
boat, cries, ‘* Line your oars boys, pull ahead— 
[a lapse of 2 or 3 minutes)—pull ahead, I tell 
you, why don’t ye—long and strong, head boat, 
I say- -[{an interval of about 50 seconds)—Every 
man do his best—lay back, I tell ye, (fiercely) 
—why don’t ye spring—don’t let that boat pass 
ye; spring I tell ye, (authoritatively )—there 
they be, round and round with em, for God's 
sake, pull ahead, (entreatingly)—[lapee of a 
few seconds.) Every thing—every thing I’ve 
got in my chest I'll give ye, fo spring, boy’s let's 
get on first; now then, back to the thwarts, give 

r the touch, I tell ye, (encouragingly)—five 
seas off, only five seas off, spring!—3 oar side

youth was in reality deaf and dumb, ordered him 
to appear at the Police Office the next morning. 
At the appointed time he came before the Ma- 
gistrates, and so fully exculpated bimsvif, that 
be left the Office with the reepect and good 
opinion of all present. Bat pot content with the 
explanation be bad given, he im a short time de- 
spatehed the following letter, which is-here in- 
serted with no important alterations. 

New-York, February 27; 1829. 
To the Judge of the Police:— 

Yesterday afternoon a new pupil told me that 
he wished me to buy a new hat for him, and he 
handed a bill to me, and got it from him. I 
presumed it was good, and therefore I put it into 
my pocket. I had got it before I left home. As 
I was going somewhere to distribute several no- 
tices to the directors for the support of the indi- 
gent Deaf and Dumb, I thought quickly that I 
would be glad to converse with my aunt, who 
lives at No. 24 Clark street—for I was a very 
little distance from her house. So I went to visit 
her, and I spent a few minutes with her.— While 
I was coming towards Canal street, I recollected 
quickly that I must buy the hat for this pupil. 
Accordingly, 1 went into a store to get it, and I 
took ten dollars out of my pocket and gave them 
to a hatter, who received them—but he did not 
understand this bill that was of a broken bank, 
and he carried it to the other gentleman who 
took it. He said it was bad—and I was sorry. 
Then the hatter, Mr. Harrison, came to me; and 
he ed that I was a rogue, and therefure 
he brought me to tell Mr. Hays about me. He 
showed me some questions. I gave some an- 
swers to them, namely: David H. Cole. My 
term of four years and five months has expired 
at school. I live with Mr. Loofborrow. I was 
born in Red Hook, Dutchess, N. Y. and my pa- 
rents live in Saugerties, Ulster county now. I 
told Mr. Hays that I did not know whether the 
bill was good or not. I suppose that Mr. Har- 
rison knew that I was ingorant of this bill, yet 
he endeavoured to bring me to Mr. Hay's house, 
for the purpose of giving him a reward. If I had 
known that it was bad, I would have told the 

upil that it was broken—but I knew that 

t. Harrison is not reasonable, but ignorant; 
for he did not give some questions to me. 
have endeavoured to write this, for I wish you 
to know about these circumstances; and my 
character I do not wish to be injured; and | 
know that some rogues are brought to Police.

It is cast at the 
foundry of Mr. Wurrr, of New Yorx, 
who has invented a machine which the edi- 
tors pronounce one 9f the most ingenious 
picces of mechanism they have ever seen. 
By the old method, the type is cast ina 
mould held in one hand of the workman, 
while, with the other, he pours the melted 
metal from an iron spoon. In Mr. Wurre’s 
invention, the mould’ is attached to a me- 
chanical apparatus, by means of which a 
boy, turning a crank, does all that is neces- 
sary to cast the type. ‘The founder says 
that 900 Ibs. of the new type will set up as 
much matter as 1000Ibs. of that cast by 
hand; and the editors of the Evensne Post 
think it quite equal to the best, in what prin- 
ters call perfection of body. 


The Srare House Crock has been se- 
veral times illuminated at night, but not 
much to the satisfaction of any body.

We noticed some time since a communi- 
cation from the Mayor to the Crry Covun- 
cits, calling their attention, among other 
objects of municipal regulation, to the fraud 
practised at some of the infelligence offices, 
on a class not the most capable of guarding 
against deceit, and the least able to afford 
to be cheated. 

We may suggest, also, that it is the inte- 
rest of all housekeepers to protect, against 
such impositions, those whom they are to 
make inmates of their dwellings, and on 
whose fidelity they must in some degree rely. 
Many of these people, without an absolute 
propensity to dishonesty, have no very strong 
principles. They are easily corrupted by 
bad example; and often, no duubt, argue 
that they are entitled to indemnify- them- 
selves, out of the place, for what they have 
been cheated of in pursuit of it. When a 
servant once comes to this conclusion, the 
care of the most attentive matron, or the 
most watchful master, is vain. Loaves of 
bread and pounds of butter, half-worn shoes, 
hats, aud boots, cold hams, pies, and tur- 
kies, disappear from time to time, and no- 
body knows how. Potatoes are left for the 
poor, Our former remarks were thought 
worth republishing in one of the most re- 
spectable papers of Boston, where the same 
evil is complained of. In New Yorx it 
cries aloud. What it amounts to in Lon- 
pox, and may here, at some distant day, may 


be judged from the annexed: 

Mr. Innes, the proprietor of the Queen's Arms 
Tavern, Cheapside, attended by some 16 or 17 
decent-looking young men, attended ponte 
before the Lord Mayor, to acquaint his Lord- 
ship of another species of fraud which was be- 
ing practised in the very heart of the city. He 
stated that his house was situate in Bird-in-hand- 
court, Cheapside, and next door to it was a bil- 
liard room, and a room under the billiard room 
had recently been taken by some persons, who 
had thought fit to write up ** Robertson & Co’s 
General Agency Office.””

Letters, post paid, or personal 
applications from eleven to three o'clock, will 
be attended to for the next week.—Apply to 
Robertson & Co., Bird-in-hand-court, Cheap- 
side.”’ 

Mr. Innes stated that in consequence of this 
advertise:inent, an immense nomber—Indeed au 
incalculable nuinber of young men, of all sorts

They did not appear to passengers, 
as they were clad sailor's apperel—I asked what brig 
that was. The spokesman intormed me it was the Ca- 
ledonia, of New York, from Buenos Ayres, bound to 
London, 90 days out.
